Searchers have reached a plane that 
crashed carrying five U.S. drug

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Smithsonian agrees to widen scope of atom bomb exhibit 


WASHINGTON (AP) -r- Bending to pres- 
sure from lawmakers and- veterans' groups, the 
Smithsonian Institution has agreed to broaden 
the scope of a planned exhibit on the American 
bombing of Japan in World War II. 

■'.-The expanded. exhibit.willdetaiLc^cntsin_the_ 
Pacific War leading to the dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the 
Smithsonian’s National Air and Space Museum 
said in a statement Monday. 

The museum said it was responding to com- 
plaints from veterans' groups and military his- 
torians that the atomic bomb exhibit-lacked bal- 


ance because it failed to provide adequate 
explanation of the events leading up To the 
bombing. 

The exhibit, which will include the front sec- 
tion of the fusc\agc of the Enola Gay, the B-29 
that dropped the first atomic bomb on 
Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 1945, already had been 
revised once in response to the criticism. 

“Wc felt that their concerns were valid, and 
we think this new exhibit — coupled with 
changes within the original exhibition — 
addresses those concerns,” said Martin Harwit, 
the museum's director. 


. The man who flew the Enola Gay- when it 
dropped the bomb said the expanded exhibit . 
"will be .a plus factor.” 

“There has been, at least, 1 an admission on 
the part of the Smithsonian that they really 
lacked bailuatc and .context” in the exhibit, 
retired Brighten. Paul W. Tibbcts, 79, said in a ‘ 
telephone interview. ' 

But a lawmaker and a representative of one 
of the veterans’ groups said the museum didn't 
go far enough. 

“I am pleased thatt the. Air and Space 
Museum has finally adrriitted publicly that this 


exhibit is unbalanced and biased," said Rcp.- 
Petcr BluTe, R-Mass. “But even with the addi- 
tion of a section on the Pacific War, the exhibi- 
tion still needs to undergo a massive revision or 
rewrite.” 

“I'm not. sure it goes far enough," agreed 
Hugh Daglcy of die American Legion. 

‘Earlier' this month, ' Blutc Ted' two- dozen" 
members of Congress who wrote Robert 
McCormick Adams, the Smithsonian’s secrc- . 
tary, complaining that the exhibit wrongly por- 
trays Japan as an innocent victim of the atomic . 
bomb and urging changes. 


After die Enola Gay dropped the A-bomb on 
Hiroshima on Aug. 6. 1945", a second atomic - 
raid on Nagasaki three days later led to Japan’s', 
surrender and the war’s end. The original 
exhibit includes graphic photographic depic- 
tions of the destruction of more than half of 
Hiroshima and the death), of some 130.000 
Japanese. “ ' 

Now, to get to the exhibit titled "The Last. 
Act: The Atomic Bomb and the End »J" World 
War II,” visitors first will pass through the 
Pacific War show, consisting of about 50 pho- 
tographs and covering 4.000 square feet.

Twenty people survived the crash, 
including Capt. Michael Greenlee 
and First Officer James Hayes.

NEW YORK (AP) — Elderly 
people who take a series of standard 
psychological tests can learn 
whether they have high or low risk 
of getting Alzheimer’s or a similar 
disease, a study suggests. 

The tests, given to outwardly 
-heaithy-pcoplivideniified-one-group — 
with an . 85 percent rate of develop- 
ing intellect-robbing dementia with- 
in four ycors, and another group 
who went on to gel dementia at 
only a 5 percent rate over that time. 

That means the tests can distin- 


guish between those who should get 
a morc.'dctailed evaluation and 


make plans for their future care, and 
those who can be reassured they 
have little, short-term risk, said lead 
author Dr. David Masur. 

“If you sebre well on these tests, 
w'c can confidently say that over the 
next four years you probably won't 
be getting dementia," he said. 

Dementia basically refers to sig- 
nificant declines in intellectual abil- 
, itics such as memory and reasoning. 
Alzheimer’s disease is the most 
common kind of dementia. 

Masur is an associate clinical pro- 
fessor of neurology at the Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine and 
the Montcfiorc Medical Center in 
New York. He and colleagues pre- 
sent the study in the August issue of 
the journal Neurology. 

While other scientists are doing 
similar work, Masur’s result “is 
probably the best in terms of predic- 
tive value so far," said Dr. Leonard 
Berg, chairman of the Alzheimer’s 
Association Medical and Scientific 
Advisory Board. 

“It’s good work and it’s impor- 
tant work," said Berg, a neurologist 
who directs the Alzheimer’s - r 
Disease Research Center at the 
Washington University School of 
— M cdic i n c- in -Str-Louisr 


Masur and Berg called the tests 
useful for people in’ their 70s and 
80s who are generally healthy and 
free of multiple medications that 
could i m pair their performance on 


the tests. 

The study involved 317 healthy 
people with an average age of 79 
; wherinit tally - showed no sign oF - 
! dementia. Researchers gave them a 
hatterv_of_psychologicaLtests-a"nd— 
then followed them for four years. 
Then they went back and identified 
four tests that best predicted demen- 


In an interview, Masur noted that 
the tests did better at identifying 
people who would remain free of 
dementia than pointing out those 
who would develop it. 

He noted that 202 of the 253 par- 
ticipant who avoided dementia had ■ 
high test scores predicting that out- 
come, while of the 64 people who 
beca me demented only 1 1 had 
shown a high risk by getting low 
Test's 


scores. 

Of the 212 people with high test 
scores, 202 remained free of 
dementia, for a. 95 percent predic- 
tive accuracy, whereas 1 1 of the 13 
with poor test scores developed the 
condition, for an accuracy of 85 
percent. The other 92 participants 
scored in a gray zone that did not 
allow a firm prediction of getting or 
avoiding dementia.

Government settlements 
should be kept out of cloSet 


Last week’s revelation of a S30.000 
state payoff to a fired whistle-blower 
was only mildly shocking. More trou- 
bling was. how hard the number was 
to. uncover. 

Fred Martin lost his job in the state 
auditor’s office after cooperating with 
a 1992 investigation of improper 
campaigning. Auditor J.D. Williams 
said Martin’s job was eliminated for 
budgetary reasons, but four months 
later I lie state paid Martin a “wrong- 
ful discharge" settlement,. 

The Timcs-Ncws recently caught 
wind of the transaction and quickly 
tracked down most of the details. But 
the key fact - the amount of the pay- 
off remained shrouded in confiden- 
tiality more than a year after the set- 
tlement. 

Only through the personal interven- 
tion of state Treasurer Lydia Justice 
Edwards did we gel the number. Ed- 
wards deserves praise for siding with 
citizens’ right to know. 

(Memo to Edwards: As long ns 
you’re in the mood to divulge num- 
bers. I unv about releasing the figures 
for all recent state settlements?) 

Readers may wonder why any of 
this matters. The answer is: Because 
it’s yonr money. These settlements 


can provide useful infonnation about 
how your state government runs, if 
you’rcallowcd to know about them. 

In the Martin case, the settlement 
reveals that qur state auditor, having 
committed several questionable acts 
in his 1992 congressional campaign, 
stumbled again in ridding himself of 
an in -house annoyance. 

Taxpayers should consider them- 
selves lucky the firing wasn’t more 
expensive than it was. • 

Public officials have at least a cou- 
ple of reason* for preferring to keep 
such settlements out of (he public 
eye. One is simple embarrassment. 
•The other is concern that fat settle- 
ments will encourage additional law- 
suits. ’ ’ * 

That concern is legitimate, certain- 
ly. But it doesn’t outweigh the pub- 
lic's intcresf in knowing how its mon- 
ey is being spent. 

Far too often, stale and local gov- 
ernments quietly pay off claims, with 
taxpayers never knowing the cost of 
official mistakes. 

The Legislature should consider re- 
quiring routine disclosure of all legal 
settlements paid by taxpaying agen- 
cies. It’s taxpayers’ money, and we 
deserve to know how it’s spent.

The average lifetime pension for members 
. of Congress, notes U.S. Term Limits, is now 
more than $1 .5. million. Twenty-three could 
receive benefits of S89.000 per year if they 
retire this year. Two hundred thirty-one 
Mouse members could collect more than S F 
million in lifetime benefits. Fifty-seven arc 
eligible for S2 million or more. Twelve can 
claim S3 million pensions. Two are in the 
rarefied S4 million camp. Nineteen members 
have refused to take part in the pension sys- 
tem. 

The average American worker hopes his 
or her company survives long enough to pay 
a pension and many try to put away enough 
in an IRA or -10 1 (k ) plan as a hedge against 
catastrophe.

The rise in unwed-teen parenthood is 
part of a much broader shift in patterns of 
sox and marriage. No change is more per- 
vasive or dramatic than the increase in il- 
legitimate births among women of all 

Unwed motherhood has risen by 82 
percent since 1980. Nearly one out of 
three births occurs outside of marriage. 
Most unwed mothers are over 20. 

The biggest rate of increase in unwed 
childbearing has come among women 
who probably have the greatest control 
over their fertility: college-educated 
women. 

And the trend toward runaway father- 
hood was under way long before this 
generation of teen-agers reached puberty. 
One of the classic responsibilities of 
adults is to set an example for children. 

An example has been fict. 

Though some persist in portraying un- 
wed motherhood as social rebellion, the 
facts tell a different' story. More than half 
of adult Americans - including a whop- 
ping 70 percent of"younger adults - say 
that a woman should be able to bear a 
child outside of marriage without re- 
proach. Illegitimacy is now as American 
as the Fourth of July.

their dating'parems arc more likely io be .

Girls who grow up jn single-mother 
families’have sex earlier than girls who 
live with both parents. Since "young teens 
are the least likely of all age groups to 
engage in protected sex. early sexual ini- 
tiation increases the risks of early preg- 


nancy and childbearing. 

More alarmingly, girls who grow up in 
single-mother households with a string of 
drop-in or live-in boyfriends are at a 
higher risk for sexual abuse and coercive 
sexual initiation than are girls who grow 
up in intact families. 

Such traumatic scxualizalion, harmful 
in itself, also is associated with later sex- 
ual risk-takihg. 

Moreover, lack of parental supervision 
and protection is a key factor in exposing 
daughters to the risks of early sex and 
pregnancy. 

And grown-ups. not kids, run the ad- 
vertising, entertainment and alcohol in- 
dustries that rely so heavily on sex to sell 
products to the lucrative youth market. 

In short, teen-age sexuality does not 
exist in n vacuum. It is part of a larger 
social ecology that must change if wc ex- 
pect teen-agers to do the right thing. . 

This raises some questions for the pres- 
ident as well as for a society increasingly 
eager to get rid of the welfare system: 

Can wc Offer tough talk to kids without a 
few cautionary words to the adults? 

Can we ask teen-agers to zip up and 
hold back without asking for some volun- 
tary restraint from those who sell tapes 
and tickets and T-shirts to them? 

Can wc ask poor minority teen-agers to 
marry before they become parents with- 
out upholding the same norm for more 
privileged white adults?

Adjudication 
may cost $20 
million more

BOISE - A legislative panel is prepared' to 
recommend that taxpayers pay more than S20 
million in the next five years to decide water 
rights claims in the Snake River Basin. 

The recommendation could come as early as 
Tuesday, when the interim Committee on the 
Snake River Adjudication riicets in Boise. 

Lawmakers say the extra money is needed for 
the continuing process of sorting out about 
1 50.000 water rights claims across southern Idaho. 

"Filing fees from claimants have generated 
S2I million, which was supposed to pay most 
adjudication costs. But legal wrangling has 
stretched the case out, and no resolution is ex- 
pected until 2003. 

Only about S6 million of the claimant fees is 
left, and those involved think the process will 
require S30 million to S40 million more. 

So the committee, which must decide how . 
to pay for and control the growing costs of the 
largest legal action in Idaho history, likely will 
ask the Legislature next winter to make a 
down payment — S10 million from the slate’s 
cash surplus and S2 million a year for each of 
the next five years. 

Courts so far have ruled that the' federal 
government cannot be billcjl for processing its 
roughly. 50,000 water rights c l aims, • so some-., 
one else. will hove to pay thatSl 1 million. 

Lawmakers say the state has a vital interest 
in the case because of the federal govern- 
ment's massive claims.

HEYBURN - The Idaho Citizens 

Ccoarrusa will face a lawsuit if he 
attempts to censor statements about 
the anti-gay-rights initiative in a 
state-sponsored voter-information 
pamphlet. 

Idaho statute docs not expressly 
give Ccnarrusa authority to. change 
the statements, but earlier this 
month, Ccnarrusa rejected the ICA 
statement, saying it defames an 
unnamed Boise resident. 

In a letter to Ccnarrusa, ICA 
Chairman Kelly Walton of Hcybum 
' accused his opponents of “censor- 
ship” nnd-“intimidation" and said 
state law docs not allow the secre- 
tary of state to change a the group’s 
written statement. 

“Please be- assured that if you 
maintain your position to refuse, 
or to alter our rebuttal, this action 
would leave us literally, no ' other 
recourse but to take whatever 
legal action that is available to

Walton's threat is bad news for 
Ccnarrusa. Boise attorney and for- 
mer Supreme Court Justice Robert 
Huntley has threatened to sue the 
state if the ICA statement isn’t mod- 
ified. Huntley represents the state 
employee who is allegedly defamed 
by the ICA. . 

In past weeks, Ccnarrusa sought 
to reach a compromise with both 
sides, but that effort has failed. 

Walton maintains every allegation 


in the ICA statement has been docu- 
mented and insists: “We have 
earned the right to go to the voters 
of Idaho through the 1 voters’ pam- 
“phlct: 

“Your claim that you have the 
authority to censor our rtbuttal 
statement is a clear violation of the 
mandates imposed upon your office 
by Idaho law and it is also an egre- 
gious violation of our Freedom of 
Speech as protected by the First 
Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution,” Walton Wrote. 

Meanwhile, one of the statement’s 
sponsors, Donald McMurrian of 
Twin Falls, has asked the secretary 
of state to remove his name from the 
document. 

McMurrian, chairman of 
Democrats for Proposition One, said 
he had "a few problems with” the 
statement because it was “a little 
harsh and a little strong." 

But it is not ideology forcing him 
to make the move. He’s removing 
his name to avoid being sued, "f 
support (the ICA’s) stand' - I just 
can’t afford it,” he said.

A. With such a brief time frame I 
.would rule out Fidelity Short-Term 
Bond fund or any other similar fund. 
Although its long-term record is excel- 
lent, even short-term funds will lose 
value when interest rates kick up, and 
the Fidelity Short-Term Bond fund has 
lost 2.78 percent of its value year-to- 
date through Aug. 1 1: 

The average short-term bond fund 
followed by Upper Analytic Services 1 : 
Inc. lost 0.37 percent through Jhe first : 
seven months of the year. So not only 
should you rule out the Fidelity offer- 
ing. but its peers as well.

Q. In April 1993 my 46-year-old son 
invested $10,000 in FAM .Value fund, 
which has a fantastic record. This year 
be added $2,000. But FAM Value 
seems to have slipped sharply. Should 
he- stay in for the Jong haul, or would 
you recommend A change? — R.C., 
San Diego 

A. Perhaps because I have a bias 
Joward value-oriented investing, I sug- 
gest yourson hold on! I’m not sure 'the 
term "fantastic’’ applies to the fund's 
record, but I can understand how 
somebody could see it that way. 

The basic problem in tracking this 
fund is uncertainty about what catego- 
ry it belongs to. Momingstnr Mutual 
Funds deems it a srpall company 
growth fund; Upper Analytical 
Services Inc. considers it a growth- 
and-incomc fund. The category makes 
a big difference in assessing long-term 
performance. Over five yenrs FAM 
Value’s average annual gain has been 
1 1 .06 percent, even after n thoroughly 
dismal 1993. This compares with an 
average annual gain of 8.10 percent 
among growth-and-incomc funds. 
Terrific. But it also compares to a 
10.61 percent average annual gain for 


small-company growth funds. Good, 
but not “terrific. . • j 

Whatever its ilk, volatility should 
come ns no surprise. The fund has been 
in the red for nine of its 31 quarters. 
It’s also capable of producing double- 
digit quarterly gains, which it has done 
six times (once advancing more than 
20 percent in three months). When I 
began researching this fund, its year- 
to-date results showed a loss of 2.30 
percent, well behind the 0.42 percent 
loss shown for the average growth- 
and-income fund tracked by Upper, 
but well ahead of the average 6.06 per- 
cent decline for Upper’s average small 
company growth fund. As this is writ- 
ten, the fund has recouped that 2.30 
percent loss and stands dead even for 
Jhe year. 

J 1 Since being thrown for no gain in 
1994 is quite satisfactory To'f a growth'-’ 
and-incomc fund (and terrific for a 
small company fund) the big question’ 
is what happened in 1993, when the 
fund gained only 0.21 percent? That 
was dismal compared with the 7.1 1 
percent gain for a small company fund 
and horrible compared with the 10.89 
percent average for growtb-and-" 
income funds. 

If you’re on optimist, you can view 
1993 as anomalous. Moreover, I agree 
with Momingstar’s summary: "While 
its recent poor performance may scare 
off some investors, others may view it 
os an opportunity to buy a solid portfo- 
lio at a low price.”

1984-85 season — Misses seven 
games with a knee injury.

Lcmicux 
takes a private jet to Philadelphia to get 
a goal and an assist in a 5-4 Penguins’ 
loss — his first game in two months.

18 goals in March and wins his fourth 
NHL scoring title despite missing 24 
games, or more than one-qunrter of the 
season.

Penguins ore 
ousted early in playoffs, by the Wash- 
ington Capitals. Lcmieux says he is con- 
sidering retirement because of his ongo- 
ing medical problems. 

July 31. 1993 — Sources close to the 
Penguins confirm Lcmieux isn’t healthy 
enough to play and is considering sitting 
out the entire season or retiring. 

August 29. 1994 — Lemieux an- 
nounces he will sit out the 1994-95 sea- 
son due to fatigue, an aftereffect of his 
1993 radiation treatments. He will 
reevaluate his status before-training' 
camp begins in September 1995.

"I don’t sit around.and. grille- 
and bitch about the present,” said 
Willie, an honorary member with 
full privileges who doesn’t have 
to pay the club’s membership 
fee, said to be in the $30,000 
range. 

_ “I wa sn’t going fo belong at all 
if this hadn't comc up. 1 don’t 
have time for bitterness or 
anger.” 

After Willie was admitted, 

- black leaders called off protests, 
proclaiming the sport's wall of 
racial exclusion had been torn 
down for good. The Rev. 
Abraham Woods Jr., the 
Birmingham president of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
— Confcrcnce“hailed“Winic J s - 
ndmission as the “death knell" of . 
segregation in the sport. Now he 
says he’s been double-crossed.
